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CHAPTER XXIY. 

TAXES IN FORT MADISON LEGALIZE». 

H. F . 3G. AN ACT to Legalize the Assessments and Tax-Sales of Property in the 
Citv of Ft. Madison, Iowa. 
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W H E R E A S , Section number two of chapter one hundred and 
seventy-three of the laws of the ninth General Assembly, as 
amended by section number one of chapter twenty-six of the laws 
of the Tenth General Assembly, provides that cities and towns 
shall at their regular municipal elections in each year elect an 
assessor for said city or town ; and 

W H E R E A S , The city of Fort Madison, in Lee county, Iowa, has 
failed to so elect an assessor at theirregnlar municipal election for 
the years 18G2, 1803, 1864, 1865, 1866, 1867, 1868, 1869, 1870, 
1871, 1872, 1873, and 1874, and the assessment of the property in 
said city was made by the assessor of Madison township in said 
county ; and 

W H E R E A S , Doubts have arisen as to the legality of said assess­
ment, made by the assessor of Madison township, of property in 
said city of For t Madison, Iowa, also of tax-sales made under 
such assessment; therefore 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Iowa, That all assessments made by said assessor of Madi­
son township, of property in said city of Fort Madison for the years 
1862, 1863, 1864, 1865, 1866, 1867, 1868, 1869, 1870, 1871, 1872, 
1873, and 1874, be and the same are hereby legalized and declared 
to be as binding and valid as though the same had been made in 
strict conformity with law, and all levies, collections and sales 
made under and by virtue of said assessment are hereby legalized 
and made valid and binding in law. 

SEC. 2. This act being deemed of immediate importance shall 
take effect and be in force from and after its publication in the 
Iowa State Leader, a newspaper published at Des Moines, Iowa, 
and the Fort Madison Democrat, a newspaper published in Fort 
Madison, Iowa: Provided, That such publication shall be without 
expense to the State.
